Loxnox, March ee Unionist papers in 
Ireland are unanimous M their condemnation 
of any extension of local government to Ire- 
land. They say it would be worse than home 
rule, The grave and serious Dublin Erpress 
says so openly and fearlessly. In the face of 
Lord Salisbury’s Newport speech it seems 
strange that his Cabinet would fora moment 
think of making any such experiment. It will 
irritate the Irish Unionists and it will cer- 
certainly not appease the Nationalists. A 
prominent Liberal says this scheme: 

Property will be at the mercy of local job- 
bery without the steadying supervision of a 
Dublin Assembly. It may be said that such 
an assembly might be corrupttoo. It might, 
but the Dublin Assembly would have repre- 
sentatives from all Ireland and. certainly, if 
a corrupt proposal came forward from Done- 
gal, or Kerry, or Waterford, the members 
from other counties would uot so readily lend 
themselves to the gratification as if they 
themselves were on the spot. Distance 
greatly purifies, unless lobbying is used, but 
even the worst lobbying would be better than 
the uncontrolied power now proposed to be 
put in the hands of obscure and irresponsible 
persons. Home rule would be much more 
rational, even from the Tory standpoint.’’ 

THE DUKE OF CAMBRIDGE’S RETIREMENT. 

Iwo months ago the Duke of Cambridge had 
no idea of retiring, but it is said to-day that 
he has decided to abandon the Chief Com- 
mand ofthe army. It is said in official circles 
that Mr. Stanhope, the Secretary of State for 
War, has already consulted the Prime Minis- 
ter upon the subsequent step which would be 
necessary. Ifthe Duke is so resolved he will 
ask for an audience of the Queen and inform 
Her Majesty of his desire, and the Queen will 
inform the Secretary of State for War, to- 
gether with her choice as to his succes- 
sor.

The Miners’ Strike. 


LONDON, March 17.—Twenty thousand 
Tyneside engineers have joined the strike. 
Several mille in Lancashire have been com- 
pelled to stop work on account of the scarcity 


of coal arising from the strike ofthe miners, 
and others are running on short time for the 
same reason. The attitude ofthe miners vary 
according tothe manner in which their de 
mands are met by the masters. The coal 
carters here have joined the strike. 

THE NOTTINGHAM STRIKE ENDED. 

Most of the miners who went on strke in 
Nottingham, have resumed work,the masters 
having conceded an advance of5 per cent in 
their wages. 

A conference of the coal mine owners of 
Lancashire, Yorkshire, Staffordshire, Derby- 
shire, Leicestershire and North Wales was 
held to-da to consider the situation 
arising from thé strike. The conference re- 
fused to grant the men’s demands for an ad- 
vance of 5 per cent in- their wages now and a 
further advance of per cent on 
July 1. A committee was ea 
to meet — committee of 
men on Thursday and endeavor to 1. 
joint action looking to the arrangement ot a 
method for the regulation of work and avoid- 
ance of strikes in the future. There was much 
excitement at the Coal Exchange to-day in 
consequence of the general strike of the coal 
miners. Prices advanced greatly. 

WELSHMEN JOIN THE STRIKE. 

LONDON, March 17.—Ten thousand miners in 
North Wales have joined the strike. 

THE GERMAN MINERS. 

BERLIN, March 17.—One hundred and twenty 
of the 400 miners employ in the Kaiserstuhl 
mine at Dortmund held @ meeting yesterday 
and appointed Herr Schroeder, a delegate to 
the International Miners’ Conference at Brus- 
seis. Herr Schroeder made an address to the 
miiers, in which he declared that if matters 
could not be arranged peacefully the miners 
would seek to establisha universal brother- 
hood and inaugurate an international strike 
in order to show the world the poyerty- 
stricken condition which would prevail with- 
out coal. Herr Schroeder’s speech finally 
became so violent that police dissolved the 
meeting.

FLOODS IN THE s0UTH. 


The Break in the Pecan Grove Levee Grew 
ing Wider. 


VICKSBURG, Miss., March 17.—The break in 
the levee at Pecan Grove is growing wider 
every hour, and all attempts at repairing it 
and checking the Immense flow of water have 
proved unavailing. The break last night was 
fully 1,200 feet wide, and a volume of water 
fully ten feet deep was pouring through 
it, and spreading over the bottoms. 


The back water from the break bas spread 
over one-fourth of East Carroll Parish and 
parts of Madison and Tensas Parishes. The 
effect of the break can beseen on the gauges 
here, the river having fallen fully 342 feet In 
twenty-four hours. The Government tugs 
and the boats sent to the scene of the break 
with materials to close the gap have been able 
to do but little. 


In Arkansas. 


LiTTLtE Rock, Ark., March 17,—The Iron 
Mountain road succeeded in delivering three 
Northern and Eastern mails yesterday. They 
were brought in by a train via the Knobel 


branch and the Memphis road. It is estimated 
thatit will take several days torepair the 
damage at Newport so as to permit the 
running of trains through that 
Arkansas City is entirely 

off from railroad * and there is 
little prospect of resumption. The Ar- 
kansas River got over the banks at Varner 
yesterday and spread out for miles over the 
plantation of C. B. Jones and into Cypress 
Bayou, washing away land, fences, and cov- 
ering the railroad tracks to the extent of ten 
feet. This is the first time in five years that 
the Arkansas has overflowed at this point. 


Louisiana Authorities Warned.

COMMODORE DECATUR DEAD, 


The Well-Known Colored Minister’s lllness 
Terminates Fatally. 


Rev. Commodore Decatur, the pastor of the 
Compton Hill Colored Baptist Church, died at 
his home at Compton avenue and Laselle 
street yesterday after along illness. The de- 
ceased was in the neighborhood of 70 years of 
age and established the Compton Hill Church 
over twenty years ago. Since then 


he has preached religion and poli- 
tics trom his pulpit every Sun- 
day until he was taken ill. The 
deceased was the recognized leader of the 
colored Republicans on Compton HIll, and 
never missed aconvention. He inspected the 
tickets of his flock at every election to see that 
they were straight Republican. ballots. He 
had a frame addition attached to his church 
some years ago for the purpose of holding 
political meetings and baptizing members 
when they were received in the fold.

THE COAL TRADE. 


Anthracite Sales Agents Fail to Issue the 
Spring Price Circular, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH, 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Mareh 17.— The action 
of the anthracite sales agent in deferring the 
issuance of the spring price circular is re- 
garded in the trade as the beginning of a con- 
test between the producers and the consum- 
ers for control of the market. For many 
years it has been customafy to issue the 
spring price circular about March 15, and at 
the meeting of the agents last Thursday there 
was a strong effort to fix prices for the 
spring, but at the urgent arguments of 
some of the agents it was decided to post- 
pone action until March 27. It is believed 
that prices will then be made to go into effect 
on Aprill. The most diverse views prevail 
as to the tradethis year. Representatives of 
ihe Reading and other large B com- 
panies say that while the stocks in producers’ 
hands are large, the supplies in consumers’ 
hands are small, The recent cold spell 
brought in a number of orders for spot ar- 
goes, and large retailers in the great cities re- 
port that a few days of cold weather caused 
an extraordinary demand which falls on as 
soon as the weather moderates. This isa 
universal symptom, and is taken as indi- 
cating that domestic consumers have littie or 
ne coalon hand. The producers have 1,500,- 
000 tons attide water and claim to control 
the market, and they do not want the 
spetne prices fixed until the consumers are 
about out of coal altogether. Middle men say 
that the large stocks attide water will deter 
consumers from buying and that the compa- 
nies will have to carry their stocks until sum- 
wer. There is little demand in the spring 
and the individual operators will supply that 
at out prices, They say the companies will be 
disappointed in the 1 8 that the con- 
sumer will rush in to fill up his bins as soon as 
his supplies give out. At present the demand 
is light, but it is better than it was a week ago. 
There is more inquiry for the domestic 
sizes for immediate delivery but this 
demand will not last, The manufacturing 
sizes are in request but the supply is small. 
Prices are stillcut, but operators décline to 
make contracts ahead at the present rates. 
The production is still restricted to about 
450,000 tons a week and this policy will be 


continued.

A Question of Negligence. 


Miss Tillie Smith, who had the honor of 
bringing the first damage suit for personal 
injuries sustained by coming in contact with 
au electric light wire, this morning had the 


additional honor of having the i {first 
decision in this class of damage suits rend- 
ered. Mise Smith was walking along Seventh 
and Morgan streets with her dog on the even- 
ing of January lof this year, when the dog 
ran up toa wire hanging downin the street. 
He had no sooner touched it than he rolled 
over dead. Miss Smith did not understand 
why the dog rolled over and wen 
up to it. The wire crossed her throat and she 
caught it with her hands. She fell and the 
wire burned through her dress to her body and 
burnt the dress. Her * was laid bare 
and the flesh on thetips of herfingers was 
burned of. She sued the St. Louis llluminat- 
ing Co., owner of the wire, for 
$5,000 damages. They filed an answer 
saying the accident was due to her own neg- 
ligence. She flied a motion asking the court 
to make the compapy state how or in what 
manner she was nexiigent and in sustaining 
it Judge Fisher says: 

Thie is a sult to recover damages sustained 
by the plaintiff coming in contact with an 
electric wire maintained by defendantin an 
improper manner, asis alleged in the peti- 
tion. The defendant illuminating company 
answer by a general denial and 

ALLEGE NEGLIGENCE 
on the part of the plaintiff. Plalntiff moves 
for an order on defendants to make these alle- 
gations more definite and certain, so as to 
show whercin plaintiff was negligent. The 
question as to whether or not such special 
plea is consistent with the genera! denial 
is not raised and need pot be con- 
sidered. Ihe plea attacked recites 
noactor actsof negligence of the plaintiff 
whatever, but containsa general allegation 
thatshe was guiltyof negligence which 4i- 
rectly caused the injuries complained of. That 
is a mere conciusion of the pleader. 
The rules of pleading require the 
pleader to state in concise language 
the material facts out of which his case or de- 
tense arises or upon which they are based. 
General allegation and conclusions will not 
do. The material facts must be stated and for 
two reasons: 1. That the court may see that 
the party has a cause or defense in law, and, 
2, that the opposite party. may be informed 
of what he -has to prove or disprove. 
This plea sets up no act of negligence on the 
part of piaintiff, nor does it allege any par- 
ticular in which she was negligent, Our sys- 
tem of practice ig quite liberalin the matter 
of pleading, but this plea cannot be held suf- 
ficienteven under so liberal a code as ours. 
Good, and precise ser tends to 
exhibit the trial o causes and serve 
the ends of justice. The members of the bar 
should be required to give proper atten- 
tion to pleading for this if for no other 
reason. The precise question involved here 
hae been determined by our Supreme O: urt. 

* * * Numerous cases might be cited to 
the same effect, but this one is sufficient. The 
motion to wake more definite and certain is 
sustained.’’

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VAIL ARRAIGNED. 


PLEADS NOT GUILTY TO THE CHARGE 
OF MURDER, a 


And Will Ge to Trial on the Indictment Re- 
turned Against Hin by the St. Charles 
County Grand-Jury—Change of Venue. 
Suggested and a Proposition to Admit 
the Prisoner to Ball. 


Charles F. Vail was arraigned in the St. 
Charles County Circuit Court this morning on 
he charge of murder in the first degree. He 
entered a plea of not guilty. Trialof the ac- 
tion was set for April2. Vall had nothing to 
say. 

It was almost 10 o’clock when court was 
opened. Judge Edwards presided and ordered 
that the Vall case be taken up without delay. 
Vall was brought in from the jail. He looked 
woll and hearty. The charge was read to him 
by the clerk. Attorney Marshal McDonaid 
was on band to represent the prisoner. Act- 
ing in that capacity he entered a plea of not 
guilty. Judge Edwards then gave notice that 
the case would be docketed for trial on 
April 2. Before Vail could be led 
back to his cell, Mr. MeDonald stepped for- 
ward and addressed the court: 

„„Tour Honor,“ he said, I would like to 
know what amount of bail will be required in 
this case. 

**] don’t think t is customary to admit to 
Dall a defendant in acase of murder in the 
first degree, Mr. McDonald,’’ replied Judge 
Edwards. 

In some cases, no, your Honor, was the 
answer, dut we expect in this instance 
to show good ground for such a step. We 
ask a hearing of our motion, however, and 
would like a date set for the arguments. 

Prosecuting Attorney Mudd was notin the 
court-room. His name was called several 
times, but he did not answer. No person 
seemed to know where he was. Mr. Charles 
P. Johneon, who has also been retained for 
the prosecution, was not on hand. Jydge 
Edwards sald that he was perfectly willing 
to give the attorneys for the defense a 


hearing on the motion which had been made, 
but could not fix any date forthe arguments 
On accountof the fact that none of the gen- 
tlemen representing the State were on hand. 
He sad he would Grst see Mr. Mudd, and 
would then announce a date which would 
suit all parties. 

Mr. McDonald said that would suit him very 
well. He asked, however, that consideration 
be given the motion at the earliest possible 
ute on accountof the fact thatthe party 
most interested was deprived of his liberty. 
These proceedings over, Vall was led back to 
his cell and again locked up. 


Will Sue the Insurance Companies. 


Chapter two ofthe Vail case le opening to- 
Gay and the defendant in the celebrated in- 
vestigation is now beginning to play his cards 
on the side of the agressor. Hitherto, Charles 
F. Vail has occupied the position, either of an 
accused man who was.explaining or un ac- 


cused man who was submitting to an accusa- 
tion rather than make known his defense. 
Now he proposes to be aggressive and to see 
what he can make of his case by putting on a 
boid front and doing a little of the 
fighting. Vali has nerve enough to 
fight, whether he is ‘innocent or guilty, 
and he is determined to do some fighting, for 
effect if for nothing else. He is going to make 
his waronthe insurance companies and he 
has already begun his fight by proposing to 
claim the insurance on his wife’s life. 

A day or two ago Mr. Julian Laughlin went 
to the officers of the different insurance com- 
panies and asked for bianks on which to make 
out the formai proof of death. The bianks 
were furnished him and he took them away. 
So far as can be learned he has not yet pre- 
sented them,and no demand for the money bas 
yet been made. The proofs, however, have been 
filed out and only lack Vall’s signature. Mr. 
McDonald, his attorney, went to St. Charles 
to-day for the purpose of — present at 
Vall’s arraigument and to secure hissignature 
to the proof bianks. Vail will sign the bianks, 
which make the insurance money payable to 
him as beneficiary in two cates and as execu- 
tor in two others. The companies will refuse 
to pay—that is, the accident companies, 
though the New York Life, which has a 35,000 
life policy, has signified its readiness to pay at 
once. It is not at all improbable that 
the New York Life will pay at once, since Mr. 
Wm. Hill of that company is one ot Vail’s 
friends, and he, as administrator, win not 
have to turn the money over for two years, 
so all through the time of his trial and he can 
have the use of this money. He is not re- 
quired to make a final settlement for two 
years, and he can take this $5,000 and 

USE IT IN HIS DEFENSE, 

though of course the Slaterys, the bene- 
ficiaries under this policy, will be protected 
by his bond. It is said that aside 
from the effect which Vall thinks 
will result from a determined fight 
against the insurance companies, 
@nat is, in the way of influencing public opin- 
jon, he will gain an immense advantage if by 
this means he can secure ready cash to use in 
his defense. Therefore the proofs of death 
willbe made out completely and fied with 
the agents of the various companies. If any 
of the companies refuse to pay, suit 
will be brought and an attempt will be 
made «to compel them to pay the 
full amount oi the policies. That would make 
the civil suit really a trial for murder, because 
the defense of the insurance companies 
would, of course, be that the killing was not 
an accident, and therefore nothing is due to 
the beneficiary of an accident policy. To es- 
cape paying the 1 they would 
baye to make goo their defense and 
prove thatthe killing was a murder and not 
an accident. The actorneysfor the defense 
are confident that the insurance companies 
cannot do that, and therefore they are satis- 
fied that it would be safe for themſto go Into a 
Civil action, believing that they would obtain 
a verdict and soget possession of this noney 
and at the same time produce an effect by 
winning a legal sult which would count 
for much in the criminal trial. Vall would oc- 
cupy a peculiar position in such a suit. He 
would be executor of the estate suing to re- 
cover claims against insurance companies for 
the beneficiaries, and at the sametime he 
would be one of the beneficiaries, and he, as 
executor, would be suing in bis own interest 
as an individual, and suing from jail, where 
he is confined On a charge of committing 
murder to obtain possession of the very estate 
he is now administering. They will be 
tangled cases,and their final adjudication will 
be a difficult matter for the Judge who has to 
deal with them. It is not likely that the civil 
suites will be settled before the criminal case 
comes to a final hearing, buteven if they are 
not Vall will derive some benefit from having 
madethe fight, though the benefit will be 
— ot a sentimental than a positive na- 

ure.

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THE ALPHA LODGE ROW. 


MRS. DILLINGHAM AND MR- WOLFF GIVE 
DIFFERENT VERSIONS OF THE TROUBLE- 


The Secretary Claims the Lodge Is Disbanded 
and Deneunces as Untrue All Allegations 
Made Against Her—Mr. Wolff Denies the 
Dodge Is Disbanded and Condemns Her 
Administration. 


The ,publication in yesterday’s PosT-DIs- 
PATCH that Mrs. Stelia Dillingham, the Secre- 
tary of Alpha Lodge, No. 42, Order of Vesta, 
had been suspenced at the last meeting of the 
lodge on a charge of not properly attending 
to the duties of her office as Secre- 
tary, has brought the lady out 
in her own defenae. She is 
very indignant at the information given out 
by members of the order concerning her ad- 
ministration “of the office and claims their 
statements are wholly without foundation. 

MRS. DILLINGHAM’S STATEMENT. 

„They could not suspend me. remarked 
Mrs. Dillingham this morning, ‘‘because I be- 
came asuspended member of the lodge on 
February 3, by reason of my voluntary 
non-payment of assessments Nos. 39 and 40. 
That under the rules suspended one from 
membership. The lodge was disbanded de- 


fore the meeting was held at which it is 
claimed I was suspended. The members voted 
to disband it because Of misstatements which 
had been made to them, and because 
of lack of confidence in the order. About the 
middie of February it was disbanded. On 
March 3 I called for an Auditing Committee to 
examine my books. A committee ot three 
was appointed. They audited my books 
andthe Treasurer’s books and found them 
correct in every particular. Ihold their re- 
port to that effect. Thi« report they made on 

arch 5. On March 7I surrendered my books 
and seal to thePresidentand hold his receipt for 
them. It was on that date that they claim to 
have held a meeting at which they sus- 
pended me. There were only four or five peo- 
ple presentand they could hold 8 
of the lodge, as it had already disbanded. 
received no money fromthe lodge except my 
salary, which learned. I never either received 
or paid out any money legally, and never 
returned to any membors dues which they 
had paidin. After the lodge had voted to dis- 
band five ofthe members called for the last 
assessment which they had ald in 
and which had not been sent to the National 
Lodge. As Secretary I drew the warrants, 
and they were signed bythe President and 
paid by the Treasurer. These assessments 
amounted all told to $3, and this was the only 
money returned to members. 

MR. CHARLES WOLF, 

the State Organizer, denies in toto the state- 
ment of Mrs. Dillingham. He said: ‘‘She 
claims that she has been a suspended 
member since February 3 and that the body 
disbanded about the middle of February 
vet her own entries show that on March5 she 
drew from the lodge $5.10 salary for services 
and for postage. Now, if thelodgehad dis- 
banded or she was a suspended member, 
how did she come to do this? Her 
minutes fall to show that the lodge dis- 
banded. They show that at a meeting held on 
February 10 a resolution was offered to dis- 
band the lodge on February 21, but the 
minute bock does not show that this reso- 
lution was approved by the bddy on 
February 21. If it was Mrs. Dillingham ne- 
giected her duties, as she is charged with do- 
Ing, by not entering it in the minutes. 4 
meeting of the lodge, at which I was present, 
was held on March 7, and it was de- 
cided by vote not to disband. Mrs. 
Dillingham’s books contain entries in both 
February and March of assessment money re- 
turned to members. President Campbell in- 
formed me that he signed the war- 
rants and the Secretary approved 
them because they were afraid to 
oppose Mrs. Dillingham in anything. She had 
the lodge terrorized and ran things to sult 
herself. President Campbell works under her 
nusband and was afraid to oppose her in any- 
thing lest he lose his position. Mrs. Dillingham 
was notasuspended member. No member 
can suspend herself. The lodge must suspend 
her,and the lodge had not suspended Mrs. 
Dillingham. She had merely deprived herseif 
of the sick benefits of the order by not paying 
her assessments, as the National Lodge does 
not pay sick benefitsto members who are in 
arrears to it for two assessments. These are 
the letters which led me to investigate 
the lodge. [Mr. Wolff here displayed two 
letters. One was written by an officer of 
Alpha Lodge to the National Lodge that the 
Dillinghams and their followers had with- 
drawn from the lodge and wanted to forfeit 
the charter for spite work because the 
Dillinghams had not received the fees 
romised them. The writer said 
urther thathe and others knew they stood 
dropped from the order for being in arrears, 
but they were willing to pay up, and wantea 
to be reinstated and permitted to con- 
tinue in the lodge. This letter was in- 
closed in one written to Mr. Wolff by the 
National Lodge requesting him to reorganize 
Alpha 3 You will see that these peo- 
ple had been led to believe they had been 
dropped from the order when such was not 
the case. The Dillinghams made them 
belleve this. The reference to their 
not receiving the fees promised them, and 
Mrs. Dillingham ’s reference to misstatements 
arose from the fact that Il appointed Mr. Diil- 
ingham a deputy organizer and told him 1 
would give him $25 if he would get 
up a lodge with a membership of 
twenty-five. e organized Alpha Lodge and 
had about thirty names on the books, but 
when l went tothe meeting to institute the 
lodge only sixteen members were pres- 
ent, although 1 informed him he 
must have at least twenty-five 
members present. A lodge can be instituted 
with fifteen members and 1 instituted Alpha 
and agreed to pay Mr. er $25 as soon 
as he should get a membership of twenty-five. 
He never got over twenty. To be sure 
he had thirty names on the books 
when the lodge was instituted, but there was 
no way of my knowing whether the people 
he jnamed had all golned. and certain 
it is that they failed to show up at the 
subsequent meetings. For this reason I did not 
pay Mr. Dillingham the $25 fee, and this en- 
gered him and his wife and caused their at- 
temptto break up the lodge. Ihave revoked 
his commission as a deputy organizer and 
shall pay the $25 fee to the lodge itself.

Saltpeter Works at Whitehall, N. T., De- 
stroyed—A Town in Flames. 


MILLVILLE, N. J., Maroh 17.—At 8 o’clock 
this morning a fire broke out in a building 
used for refining saltpeter at Whitehall, Tatum 
& Co. e flint glass works. The building was a 
wooden structure, and its contents were large 
vats filled with saltpeter, and this combusti- 
ble matter was a roaring furnace in less than 
three minutes, sending lurid sheets of flames 
high in the air, preceded by dense clouds of 
white smoke obscuring the sun. The fre de- 
partment was soon on the scene, but the 
firm warned against throwing water on 
the building, as it would result in 
a terrible explosion, and the firemen turned 
their attention to other property. The flames 
had communicated to factogies Nos. 9 and 10 
to an iron foundry next to the saltpeter house. 
The foundry was partially destroyed, but the 
flames in the factories were soon extin- 
guished. When the saitpeter house was con- 
sumed the water flowing around the building 
communicated with the remaining saltpeter. 
causing it to explode with terrific report 
throwin — and boards over the roofs o 
other buildings, shaking the ground like ap 
earthquake ang shattering the windows in the 
large pot house adjoining the bullding de- 
stroyed, The firemen had a miraculous es- 
cape from injury. Joshua Errickson was in 
the saltpeter house when the fire started. He 
was enveloped in the flames and his hair and 
clothing nearly burned off. He was rescued 
with diMoulty. Loss at present unknown; no 
insurance.

BUTLER, Pa., March 17.—Couriers from Har- 
risville, about thirty miles west of here, re- 
port the town burning.

THE LUMBERMEN SAY NO. 


FARMERS’ ELEVATOR CO. FXPERIENCING 
SOME DIFFICULTY WITH THE BILL- 


The Iumber Dealers Object to the Mayor’s 
Action Permitting the Company to Begin 
Work on the Wharf atthe Feot of Clin- 
ton Street—Public Improvements—City 
Hall Notes. 


The application of the Farmers’ Elevator 
Co. for permission to use a portion of the un- 
improved wharf at the foot of OClin- 
ton street for an elevator aud 
shipping platform has aroused the 
opposition of the lumber dealers doing busi- 
ness in that part of the city, and particularly 
Mr. William Druhe of the Druhe Lumber Co. 
The bill was introduced forthe company some 
weeks ago and is now pending in 
the Council. The principal owners of the 
stock inthe Farmers’ Co. are Frederick and 
Herman Schwartz, the President and 
Vice-President, respectively, of the 
Schwartz Bros. Commission Co. On 
Thursday last they applied to Mayor 
Noonan for a permit to begin work at the foot 
of Clinton street, with the understanding 
that they would abandon if the 
bill failed to pass the Assembly. On 
this point it was clearly specified that 
the elty was to be secured against all damages 
and the company gave a bend to cement 
this condition. When it became known 
that the Mayor had given the company 
permission to proceed before the passsage of 
the bill, his action was subjected to some 
criticisim; some of the members of the Coun- 
cll taking the stand thatthe Mayor could not 
give such a permis consistently. Saturday the 
Mayor decided to suspend the permission 
given until he could make a further investi- 
gation. Late Saturday afternoon 


Mr. Druhe called on the Mayor and entered a 
strong objection, stating that the lumber 
interests in that section would suffer materi 
ally if the Elevator Co. was given 
autbority to proceed. He sald the portion of 
the wharf desired by tue Farmers’ Co. was 
the only good place for landing lumber 
in that cection, and that if it was given 
the the elevetor, the lumber barges would 
have to land away below that point, thus in- 
creasing the cost of hauling lumber to the 
yards. 

Mr. Schwartz was present, and it 
both gentlemen indulged in some 
ceedingly: warm language to ex 
their opinions of one another. 
Noonan was present and heard Seen See 
men talk onthe subject. He then decided 
to suspend the permission and requested 
Harbor Commissioner 3 to look 
the matter up an ascertain 
if the city can give the Elevator Co. the por- 
tion of the river front they ask. The 
company, through its officers, state that 
they intend to spend $250,000 to establish 
agrain elevator plant and Mayor Noonan 
holds that such enterprise ought to be encour- 
aged by the city government, even to the ex- 
tent of giving up a portion of the river front. 

MR. SCHWARTZ TALKS. 

Mr. Schwartz was seen by a POsT-DISPATUH 
reporter to-day and asked what the 
Farmers’ Co. Proposed. to do. He 
saia that the company wanted to build 
an elevator and did not want any un- 
necessary delay. He added that he did not 
understand the Mayor’s action to mean that 
the permission given the company had been 
suspended, Concerning hia meeting with Mr.

AND STILL THEY COME. 


DISAPPOINTED AND DELUDED BOOMERS 
RETURNING FROM THE STRIP. 


Arkansas City and Other Places Filled With 
Settlers~Movements of the Military—Be- 
lief That the Boomers on the Strip Will 
Vacate Volantarily—Cattlemen’s Loss— 
Disastrous Prairie Fires. 


ARKANSAS Crrr, Kan., March 17.—And still 
they come—back from the Cherokee Strip. 
Allday yesterday disappointed and deluded 
boonters alighted from heavily laden trains 
which brought them from the promised land. 
Reports from Caldwell and Hannewell state 
that there has been little excitement beyond 
the advent of a few belated settlers who had 
not heard of the President’s proclamation. 
Lieut. Charles Dodge of Gen. Merritt’s 

“staff arrived here yesterday from Fort 
Leavenworth. Speaking ot the  situa- 
tion, Lieut. Dodge said: se am 
convinced thata large number of the boomers 
now located upon the strip will vacate volun- 
tarily when they learn the conditions. A few, 
however, will remain until ordered out by the 
military. It can be authoritatively stated 
that should troops be called ont they will be 
located in the southern part of the strip, 
where they can make effective patrol.’’ 

It is understood here that Lieut. Dodge tele- 
graphed Gen. Merritt to that effect yesterday 
and troops are expected soon. 

Ira Burnett, a large cattle owner near here, 
has returned from an extended trip over his 
range and reports that no cattle have been 
killed by fire or boomers. He estimates the 
number of acres burned over to be at least 
100,000, but thinks that enough remains to feed 
the cattle until new grass sprouts. Burnett

THE MASK OF VILLAINY.- 


Gov. Nichols of Louisiana refused a 
check of $100,000 offered by the lottery 
syndicate of that State for the relief of 
the sufferers from the Mississippi floods. 
The reason for this refusal was that the 
question of the renewal of the charter of 
the lottery company would come before 
the next Legislature, and hence it would 
be improper for the Governor to accept a 
donation from it on behalf of the people. 

The significance of this incident, par- 
ticularly to the people of North Dakota, 
who are threatened with the incubus of 
this gambling swindle, cannot be over- 
estimated. On its face the offer was gen- 
erous, and was prompted by charitable 
sentiment, but in reality it wasa bribe 
offered the people of Louisiana through 
theirGovernor. The ostensibly charitable 
act had a sinister purpose behind it. 
Under the mask of the good spirit of be- 
nevolence was the leer of the devil of lust. 
Noone for an instant believed that the 
men who are profiting by the credulity 
and the passion for gambling of their 
fellow men, who take the bread out of the 
mouths of the poor to fill their pockets, 
would give $100,000 for charity’s sake. It 
was a contribution to the corruption fund 
designed to purchase the consent of the 
people’s representatives to a further lease 
of the corporation’s infamous power. 

It is a characteristic of men who profit 
by dishonest schemes to make a show of 
generosity. They can afford to pay trib- 
ute to virtue out of the millions they 
steal from the people. But the slime of 
corruption is on everything they touch 
and in the case of this lottery offer Gov. 
NICHOLS recognized itat once. His refusal 
was the act of an honest official and his 
rebuke of the company’s corrupt inten- 


Of a piece with this diabolic hypocrisy 
are the offers of the lottery swindle to 
the people of North Dakota. They are 
investments in bribery, which constitute 
the capital stock of the criminal enter- 
prise. N 


NEW LIGHT. 

Only one year ago the representatives 
of the cattlemen of eight States metin St. 
Louis and pledged themselves to stand by 
the retail butchers in a war against 
dressed beef shipments. They proposed 
the adoption by all the States of saaitary 
inspection laws which would prevent the 
saleof dressed beef outside the State in 
which it had been slaughtered. Their pro- 
posed statute was enacted in several 
States, but was declared unconstitutional 
and void by the courts, both State and 
Federal, in every instance. 

In a convention at Fort Worth the other 
day the same cattlemen reversed their 
policy and concluded that competition in 
the beef trade, rather than restriction 
and obstruction, was needed to relieve the 
depression of the cattle-growing interests. 
Accordingly, they resolved to promote 
the dressed beef business, which a 
year ago they were trying to de- 
stroy. Resolutions ‘pledging hearty 
support to the several refrigerating 
and dressed beef exporting establishments 
of Texas were adopted and it was re- 
solved also that the convention desired 
‘‘refrigerating slaughter-houses of suffi- 
„ent magnitude to handle the surplus 
“beef cattle of the great Southwest, with 
‘ta view of exporting the product to for- 
“eign markets.“ 

We observe that one of the committee 
reporting these resolutions was a promi- 
Mo., who 
was a year ago very conspicuous in the 
movement to unite the cattlemen and the 
butchers in a demand for legislation that 
would utterly suppress the dressed-beef 
industry or confine its operations within 
State lines. Now he seems to have con- 
cluded that the Legislature did right in 
rejecting the dressed-beef bill and that 
more of the dressed-beef industry instead 
of less is what the butchers, the cattle- 
men and the country need.

but traditionary evidence is strongly in favor 
of Dumbarton, Scotland, then a Roman proy- 
ince, though Boulogne France, also has some 
Claim. The date of his birth is ascribed to wide- 
ly different years by different writers, some 

lacing it in A. B. 872 and others at A. D. 

here is no evidence as to the day of the 
month on which he was born, and March 17 
can only be taken as kis birthday by common 
consent or conjecture. But while this infor- 
mation is lacking, there is a well-established 
story of his early life to the effect that while 
Diaying on the seushore with his sisters he 
was seized by Irish 8 taken to Ireland 
and thexe sold to the petty chief of a pagan 
clan.

asked to give his opinion, Capt. Willard has 
for years paid close attention tothe matter 
of Mississippi River improvements, and has 
taken a strong stan4 against any interference 
with the navigation of that stream by bridges 
of low spans and narrow space between 
piers. When requested bythe committee to 
give his opinion, he stated that not 
only he himself, but every one of 
the engineer officers familiar with that part 
of the river, felt that the , limit 
of safety had been reached, or even passed, 
when 75 feet was set as the height of the span, 
and 1,000 feet as the distance between pliers,

Duff is a handsome 
fellow, and before he had been in 
the house many weeks it began to be 
noticed that he and Miss Tryon were 
constantly in each other’s company.

Late on Saturday night 
she was missed from her room, in which was 
found a brief note stating that she had fied, 
and thay her father need never expect to 
see her°again.

Mr. Tryon placed little 
faith in the representations of Duff's emis- 
sary and the search forthe missing girl was 
carried on with unremitting vigor. No tid- 
inge were obtained, and Mr. Tryon was well 
nigh maddened with suspense,until II o’clock 
last night, when the girl was brought back by 
a man named A. Muench, who said that he 
lived at the St. George Hotel. Muench is a 
friend of Duff, and on his own confession has 
taken a part in the affair that leaves him 
liable to imprisonment for two years for 
the crime of abduction. Hesaid that acting 
in behalt of Duff, he metthe girilate on Sat- 
urday night ia front of her home, from which 
she had escaped by the basement door, carry- 
ing the greater part of her clothing with her, 
and walked with herto Eighth avenue where 
they were joined by Dutt. The two men took 
the girlto No. 58 West Eleventh street where 
they placed her inthe charge of two young 
women named Fisher. Muench assured Mr. 
Tyron that the house in Eleventh street 
was a perfectiy respectable place and that 
his daughter had notseen Duff since he left 
her there. This statement was corroborated 
by the girl. The police think that Duff and 
his friend, Muench, became frightened after 
abducting the girl and were glad of an oppor- 
tunity to send her home. Duff is said to be 
hiding in Jersey City. He and Muench may 
be arrested to-day. Late last night Mr. Ion 
notified police headquarters that his daughter 
aoe been found and the detectives were called 
of.

THE STARVING CHIPPEWAS. 


Bishep Shanley Describes the Pitiable con- 
, dition of the Indians. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 17.—The pitiable 
condition of the Chippewa Indian was pict- 
ured yesterday by the Right Rev. John Shan- 
ley, D. D., Bishop of North Dakota, in the 
puipit of the Cathedral. He has a strong in- 
terest in their welfare, and is soliciting funds 
for their relief. He spoke bitterly of the 
treatment given this tribe dy the 
Government. The Government, he 


charged, had stolen 11,000,000 acres of land 
from this tribe, when Dakota Territory was 
divided between the Sioux and Chippewa 
Indians. These Indians, he said, were sent to 
the — . — of the territory to settle on 
5000 acres of land that were almost worthless. 
Nineteen hundred Indians were expecte4 
to make their living on a reserva- 
tion that could not be made to produce 
enough to support 100 white men. He 
had been among them and could 
say, without any exaggeration, that the hor- 
rors of Siberia were as naught compared to 
the condition of these Indians. They received 
but little food from the Government,and what 
they dia get was not fit to eat. He knew of 
his own knowledge that many of them 
died from starvation, and that un- 
less aid was speedily given 

would follow. They had but 
clothing, and during his travels. while 
the temperature was 40 degs. below zero he 
bad seen the children of this tribe in miser- 
able huts rolling in warm ashes to keep warm 
and some of them did not have even a single 
garment. The women, as a rule, had no cloth- 
ing aside from a calico wrapper. He severely 
criticised the Interior Department at Wash- 
ington for allowing ench a state of affairs to 
exist and expressed the hope that succor 
would be extended the unfurtunate Indians 
without delay.

TAX ON FERTILIZERS. 


Dealers and Manufactarers in North Caro- 
lina Resist Its Payment. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Dter rau. ; 
RaLeion, N. C., March 17.—Some manu- 
facturers of fertilizers formed a pool recently 
to contest the State’s right to impose an 
annual license tax of $500 on each brand sold 
in North Carolina, The Farmers’ Alliance 
propose to boycott all firms which refuse to 
pay the tax unless they do so under protest. 
This, it was thought, had settled the matter, 


but yesterday there were new developments. 
The American Fertilizers Co. of Norfolk, ‘ 
Var, which had refused to pay the 
tax and whose goods had been seized by the 
Department of Agriculture, yesterday entered 
an action for a mandamus to compel the State 
Treasurer and Commissioner of Agriculture to 
issue licenses to any company that should 
offer to pay the tax under protest. The posi- 
tion taken by the company is that the tax is 
unconstitutional and unequal in its operation 
by compelling small manufacturers to pay as 
much on a single brand as large dealers. The 
company also claims that a tonnage tax would 
be the only just one and that manufacturers 
would not objectto it. It proposes to carry 
the matter to the United States Supreme 
Court.
